Syggestgd Asso¢iational Report on Home Missions 


: . 1926-1927 

Our denominational papers have given most hearty commenda- 
tion of the Home Mission) work for the past year. whe Board made 
a glorious report’to the Southern Baptist Convention in Houston, 
Texas, last year. \ 

Notwithstanding the receipts were more than $100,000 short of 
those of the previous year, the year’s work was most gratifying. 
Conversions and baptisms were numerous. The Home Board for 
years has been recognized as ‘probably the greatest single 
evangelizing agency in America. Alsa’the report of the Board shows 
a most gratifying tendency towards self-support. Mission stations 
sand weak churches helped by the Board are in turn giving liberallv 
to our denominational work, beneficiaries thus becoming benefactors. 


Since the Convention met in Houston eleven years ago, the work 
of the Home Mission Board has gone steadily forward. Since that 
time, the workers, independent and cooperative, of the Home Mission 
Board have delivered 1,794,408 sermons and addresses: conducted 
more’ than 140,480 prayer meetings; made 3,069,975 religious visits: 
have added to the churches through baptism 405,796 members; total 
additions, 652,312; volunteers 3 Christian service, 121,895; con- 
stituted 2,123 churches, built of improved 4,696 houses. ‘of worship, 
organized 7,148 Sunday schools; distributed.. 309,753-— Bibles and 
Testaments, circulated 53,537,829 pages .of religius tracts. A great 
record, indeed. seo ‘ : 

The#Board is laboring under a heavy debt: contracted not from 
plunging, but from a reduction in receipts for five years past. Re- 
trenchment of the severest sort has been exercised each year. It will 
be almost suicidal for us to enforce further retrenchment in this 
great work. This report may well be closed by a brief statement 
from the last annual report of the Board: — ; - . 
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This is the greatest hour for Home Mission in the history 
of our country. The problems were never so acute, the de- 
mands so urgent, the opportunities so great and the obliga- 
tions so overwhelming. This conviction is growing . with 
thoughtful persons who realize the significance of America 
for the salvation of the world. America constitutes at once 
the greatest field and force in all the world for Christian 
civilization. Christian statesmen everywhere are beginning 
to realize this. Problems at home are as serious and com- 
plicated as those beyond the ‘seas. . 


Our country has become notorious for its disrespect 
for law, for its numerous murders, for its commerciausm and 
materialism. Nothing but the mightv power of the Goupel 
of Christ will save us from this deluge of worldly diver- 
sion and ‘material prosperity. These things constitute a 

t serious problem which deserves the thoughtful. con- 
cuties of our Convention. Our work abroad will ad- 
vance apace as we lay the foundation at home.

Your Committee most cordially recommends that every church 
and inidvidual in our bounds study this great department of our 
work and pray earnestly and give liberally for its success.

A writer in one of the Southern Baptist weeklies, telling of the 
Christian Colleges of twenty-five’ years .ago, recently said, “In those 
days our Baptist schools sought to produce character, to* develop* 
lives, to inspire hearts: rather than te meet certain *tandards.” The 
inference is that our Baptist schools - today are ‘devoting so much 
time to standardization that they are not paying sufficient attentien 
to the principal things which justify the support of Christian schools. 


- The four Baptist colleges of Mississippi are, Mississippi Col- 
lege, Mississippi Woman’s College, Blue Mountan and Clarke Col- 
lege, and a fifth college which is not owned by the denomination, but 
has been formaly approved by the State Baptist Convention, Hill- 
man College—are among the mightiest forces in Mississippi tend- 
ing to .“produce character, develop lives, inspire hearts.” No 
student’ can stay four years in any one of these colleges without 
experiencing the attractive power of applied Christianity; théir 
highly trained faculties of consecrated men and women; their strong 
departments of Christianity with professors equal to the best; their 
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efficient and enthustiastic directors of sudent religious activities; 
their splendid student bodies, combine to produce glowing centers 
of effective Christian work. 


Nevertheless, our denominational colleges are making strenuous 
efforts to become accredited as the equal of the best standard col- 
leges. To try to operate a college below commonly accepted stan- 
.dards is unfair to the students who apres it and to the officials de 
voting their lives to it. Our Christiah colleges ought to take pride 
iS providing preparation of the highest quality. 


Our people are making real sacrifices to enable them, to stan- 
dardize, but all of our colleges are still greatly in need of funds for 
endowment -and buildings. 


. Mississippi College at Clinton is now erecting. three much 
needed buildings, a dormitory, a gymnasium and an infirmary. This 
is now a standard A-1 College, a member of the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges, . 


Blue Mountain and: Woman's College are on the “approved” 
list or “recommended” list of the Southern: Association and hop« 
soon to be enrolled into full nf*mbefship. The University of Missis- 
sippi has recently agreed to. admit students who have recently taken 
degrees at Blue Mountain to its graduate school without éxamination 
~A signal honor: Blue Mountain is now seeking to complete its neces- 
sary endowment, and by reason of the remarkable offer of Mr. B. 
B. Jones to contribute a dollar to Blue Mountain for every dollar 
- given by any ‘student in Mississippi—college, public school or Sun 
‘day sehoal student—it is hoped that the full amount ($200,000) will 
- be raised before the ‘next meeting of the State Convention. . 
Clarke and Hillman are accredited junior colleges, each offering 
four years of high school work, in addition to two years of college 
grade. é 


” All of these fine schools opened during the preceeding month and 

the prospects of all of them are splendid. ; ;

‘Let us all encourage our « young peoplé to attend thes 
own—colleges, and let. us support them with our prayers 
money. Next to the preachifig of the Gospel itself, this is*the most 
important: work we have to do. We are very largely dependent upon 
these colleges for our Christian leadership.

Mississippi Baptists own and. epntrol the Baptist Hospital at 
Jackson and a third interest in the Tri-State Baptist Memorial Hos- 
pital at Memphis.~ At Jackson we: have: a optendid well equipped 
plant with standard service. We have just completed an up-to-date 
‘ Nurses’ Home where we take care of the 36 young women who are 
in training: This supplies a long-félt need. “Mrs. R. L. Bunyard 
the widow of one of our best Mississippi pastors ' is the worthy 
matron and religious leader of these fine girls, looking after the ‘Y. 
W. A. and Sunday’school work among them. She also does much 
personal work among the ‘patients, and has rendered a great service 
in raising funds for the furnishing ‘of this new home. Our Hospital 
is the best and most popular hospital among all classes in the State. 


Debts, incurred by the acquisition of property and the completion 
of the hospital building and erection of the Nurses’ Home have 
deprived us of doing as much charity work as desired. The Hos- 
pita) has had to maintain itself and pay about 50% of these debts 
from its current income. Our debts are still large but we are cut- 
ting: them down each month by our monthly income and by receipts 
from the Co-operative program. As quick as our debts are paid we 
will be able to take care of many more ‘charity patients. However, 
we care‘ for about 300 charity cases per year anyway. 


The purpose of a Christian hospital is three-fold—to set a 
standard of service in caring for the afflicted; to render good ser- 
vice to as many of the afflicted poor as possible; and to_use every 
possible means to win the unsaved to Christ. 
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‘Our Memphis Hospital is one of the best and -reatest in the 
South. 450 beds, a large up-to-date Nurses’ Home with nearly 200 
young women in training. 7 


For several years we have had an average of about 175 chil- 
.dren in our orphanage at Jackson. We have over 100 acres of land 
“around which the city of Jackson is -rapidlv building. Here are 
located our orphanage buildings—domitories, farm house and - barn, 
sneer house, laundry and shop, nursery, and the Superintendent’s 

ome. a : 


The farmer and our boys cultivate about fifty acres in corn, 
peas, beans, sweet potatoes and truck. About. forty acres are used 
for pasturage for our little dairy herd. A few hogs are raised each 
year which« supplies’ most, of, the pork .and bacon used at the. or- 
phanage. These productions with the liberal donations of boxes of 
‘clothing and shoes, and the cars of provisions and designated gifts 
any he prorata from the Co-operative Program supply the children 
off our orphanage. ,

3. Each church in this Associatién shall be entitled ta two 
delegates and one additional for each fifty members above the first 
fifty, all ordained ministers holding membership in or being a pastor 
of churches in this Association shall be seated as delegates. :

4. The officers of this. Association shall be a Moderator and 
Clerk-Treasurer, who shall be elected at the beginning of each an- 
nual session of the body, and shall discharge the’ duties incumbent 
upgn such officers. ? 


5. The purpose of this Association shall be to enlist,’ combine 
and direct the energies of the sisterhood of churches in Missions— 
Home, Foreign and State—Christian Education, Sunday Schools, 
Temperance, Hospitals, Orphanages, Aged Ministers’ Relief, and such \ 
other interests as will promote the Master’s interest among men: 


6. The Association shall meet annually at a time and place 
designated by the Association in session, or by the Moderator in 


council with the Executive Committee. 


7. The Association shall elect annually one brother from each 
church of the Association, who together with the Moderator an4 
Clerk-Treasurer, shall constitute an‘ Executive Committee, whese 
.duties, shall be to look after the interests of the Association during+ 
the iterim of the annual meetings of the body. 


8. The delegates shall produce letters from their respective 
churches certifying to their ‘appointment as delegates and contain-

10. This Association may have a fund, to be raised by voluntary 
contribution of the churches or individuals, which fund shall be placed 
in the hands of the Treasurer, and to be aid out by him on order ‘of 
the’ Moderator on instructions from the Association in session or 
through its Executive Committee during the interim in annual ses- 
siong. 


11. This body shall be purely advisory in its purpose and work, 
and shall never in any way usurp the ability! of. thé churches, or in- 
fringe upon the independence and individual tights of the churches.
